Who was Terry Dolan? 

Ten years ago this week, Terry Dolan, a key conservative activist 
of the 1980s, died of AIDS. Even as a child, Dolan was active in 
Republican politics, volunteering for Richard Nixon's 1960 presiden¬ 
tial campaign. When he was 25, he helped organize the National 
Conservative Political Action Committee (NCPAC), and he soon 
became that organization's director. Dolan was an extremely tal¬ 
ented fund raiser, and many credit him and his organization with the 
stunning triumph of the New Right in 1980. Dolan worked hard for 
the nomination and election of Ronald Reagan as President, al¬ 
though his influence was equally significant in the defeat of liberal 
Senators such as George McGovern, Frank Church and Birch Bayh. 
The conservatives who replaced them (including Dan Quayle) gave 
the Republicans a majority in the Senate for the first time in a gen¬ 
eration. 

Dolan was also gay. He was a regular in the gay cocktail-party 
circuit of Washington, DC, and often vacationed at gay resorts such 
as Northern California's Russian River. But Dolan's relationship to 
the gay-rights movement was complex. Philosophically, Dolan was 
opposed to gay-rights laws, insisting that the government shouldn't 
interfere in people's hiring practices. He balanced that view with a 


strong defense of privacy - which makes sense, because a decade 
before "outing," he relied on the gay community's discretion to keep 
him from being discredited among his conservative peers. 

In 1982, he granted an interview to The Advocate in which he re¬ 
peated his support for privacy and criticized "some of the rhetoric 
that some of my friends in the right have used on gay activism." But 
Dolan (who later denied those comments) was not above using anti¬ 
gay rhetoric himself. NCPAC sent out a fund-raising letter that de¬ 
clared "the nation's moral fiber is being weakened by the growing 
homosexual movement and the fanatical ERA pushers (many of 
whom publicly brag that they are lesbians)." Some say Dolan ap¬ 
proved the letter, although he apologized for it to the New York 
Times, calling it "totally inappropriate." 

In the early 1980s, Dolan joined with former Republican Congress¬ 
man Robert Bauman, famed discharged gay Vietnam veteran 
Leonard Matlovich and several other gay conservatives to found the 
Concerned Americans for Individual Rights (CAIR). Unlike the gay 
Republican group the Log Cabin Club, CAIR found little success. 
Few members were willing to take leadership roles if it meant public¬ 
ity, and while many gay conservatives offered words of encourage¬ 
ment and even cash donations, few would write checks or even al¬ 
low their names to be associated with the group. At one point, the 
group proposed to send out a fund-raising letter to find conserva¬ 
tives who would support gay rights, and several of the organizers 
are said to have requested the names and addresses of any anti¬ 
gay responses so they could target those individuals with homopho¬ 
bic fund-raising appeals. By the time of Dolan's death, CAIR had 
largely faded away. 

When Dolan began to get sick with AIDS, he insisted publicly that 
he suffered from anemia and diabetes. 
When he died, his family held a memorial 
service that excluded Dolan's gay friends. 
Instead, conservative mourners such as Pat 
Buchanan and Utah Senator Orrin Hatch 
came to pay their respects to a key archi¬ 
tect of the conservative revolution in Ameri¬ 
can government. A separate service was 
held by Bauman and others who wanted to 
remember Dolan for all that he was. The 
Washington Post accurately reported the 
cause of death, and later ran a long article 
about Dolan's homosexuality. The conser¬ 
vative activist's family and straight friends 
were furious. His brother Tony Dolan (a 
noted Reagan speechwriter) even took out 
a two-page ad in the Washington Times in¬ 
sisting that Terry Dolan was not gay. 

What can we make of a person whose 
personal and political lives seem so contra¬ 
dictory? Many would settle for a simple 
answer - Dolan was a self-hating homosex¬ 
ual who never became comfortable with his 
sexual orientation and expressed his dis¬ 
comfort by trying to hurt all gays and lesbi- 
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ans. But the taith is probably more complicated than that. There 
is no inherent "gay position" on issues such as military spending 
or taxes - and an individual, regardless of his or her sexual orien¬ 
tation, who feels that conservatives are right on such issues may 
find themselves having to face the same challenges Dolan did. 
But then, they find themselves in bed (politically, at least) with a 
Ronald Reagan or a Jesse Helms, and the conflicts between ad¬ 
vancing causes they believe in and maintaining dignity as a gay 
person become almost insoluble. Given the slow response to the 
epidemic from the administration he helped put in place. Terry 
Dolan's death from AIDS made for a final irony in a life full of para¬ 
dox.

Mel White electrified the audience as a speaker in the Common 
Ground series in May. He described his experience as a gay man 
trying to live as a straight minister and religious filmmaker in the 
conservative Christian community.

Volunteers Sought for Nationwide 
Study of Alternative Medicine and 
HIV/AIDS 

Bothell, WA - Volunteers are being sought by the Bastyr University 
AIDS Research Center to participate in the first comprehensive na¬ 
tionwide study on the use of alternative and complementary medi¬ 
cine to treat HIV and AIDS patients. 

The landmark survey, funded by the National Institutes of Health 
Office of Alternative Medicine, seeks to gather information from 
1,500-2,000 subjects from across the nation about their use of alter¬ 
native treatments and therapies in order to learn which, if any, may 
slow disease progression, improve quality of life, or lead to a cure 
for HIV and AIDS. The three-year study is attempting to find out how 
health outcomes differ in persons using alternative medicine, con¬ 
ventional medicine, or a combination of the two. 

"We want to learn which alternative or complementary methods 
are being used, " said Leanna Standish, N.D., Ph.D., Principal In¬ 
vestigator for the study. She said that many AIDS patients are cur¬ 
rently using some form of alternative treatment, but little research 
has been completed to date examining the efficacy of these treat¬ 
ments. 

















































































Persons interested in participating in the study 
should contact the Bastyr University AIDS Re¬ 
search Center toll-free at (800) 475-0135. Partici¬ 
pants will complete a questionnaire every six 
months to track their health status. Specific treat¬ 
ments will not be prescribed or recommended. 

Participants must be HIV-positive, at least 18 
years old. and currently using alternative treat¬ 
ments as part or all of their treatment program. All 
patient information will be held in the strictest confi¬ 
dence and all participants will be compensated for 
their time.

Kona 

For years IVe been hearing people say... "Why isn't there a good 
word for the other person in a gay or lesbian relationship?". Life- 
partner is too long, lover is too sexual, wife or husband is way too 
straight. Boy friend? Girlfriend? Too casual. Friend is inadequate. 
Special friend always makes me think of special ed. 

In a recent survey 65% of gay men chose the word "lover" and 
65% of lesbians prefer "partner". Neither word really says it all 
though 

Deb Price the lesbian newspaper columnist made it a national con¬ 
test. She finally boiled down the hundreds of entries to .. "Love 
Mate". I asked Irish if she would refer to me as, "love mate", and 
she looked at me in her dead pan fashion and said matter of factly,... 
"no". 

The big problem with Deb Price's approach is using words which 
already mean something else. Historically all the names for "us" 
have come from the straight world. We were tagged homosexual, 
lesbian, gay, queer, buggar, dyke, fag, etc. Some words originated 


as insults, most are still used as insults. Many have preexisting defi¬ 
nitions that tinge the words with other meanings. So trying to find our 
own term in existing straight vocabulary just doesn't work. Terms like 
the cloying "love-mate", or the painfully politically correct "significant 
other" are flawed, because they are loaded with other meanings. 
Our term has to be a new word that means nothing else. 

Take the word wife for example, according to the dictionary it has 
one simple meaning: a wedded woman. The word wife is so univer¬ 
sally understood that if someone were to say, "Of course she loves 
him...she's his wife for god's sake? The speaker's meaning would be 
clear. We bring our own opinions into it, but in general we under¬ 
stand the implications. 

Now, what if someone said, "Of course she loves him she's his 
significant other for god's sake." It's way too open to interpretation 
because the words "significant and other" already mean other things 
and therefore are too easy to twist. For example, is the opposite, 
"insignificant other"? 

We are at the dawn of a new chapter in history. Legal marriage 
rights for same-sex couples is on the horizon . Many of us have al¬ 
ready made spiritual commitments to each other. We need our own 
new word for lesbian or gay "life partner/lover". 

So I made one up. Hey, new words are being made up everyday. 
Words like snob, jazz, snit, blurb all appeared without roots in this 
century. Recently gigabyte, hinky, smurf, and karaoke have been 
accepted into common usage. These made up words are unique in 
meaning. So OK. Here's our new word. It'skona. 

Kona / ko-nah n. (plural konas) 1. A lesbian or a gay man in a 
lifetime same-sex relationship or same-sex marriage. 2. A term 
of endearment in a deeply committed gay or lesbian relation¬ 
ship. 

Usage; It's meaning encompasses the implications of equal life 
partner, lover, mate, spouse: "We aren't just friends, John is my 
kona, "explained Bill. Mary and Janice have been konas for five 
years. My kona Patricia is the most important person in my life, 
we are a family. As a loving term of affection: Have a nice day 
at work kona, I love you. Note: Never used to describe 
straight relationships. 


I chose kona because it's not in the English dictionary and it's 
gentle sounding. It comes from a Hawaiian root word that 
means: the leeward side of the island, hence a protected, safe 
area. Also it is a Hawaiian possessive pronoun for both gen¬ 
ders. This is the debut of the word kona. Use it, it's ours. Re¬ 
member, you heard it here first!

® To Your Health

New Research on Treating 
AIDS/HIV Naturally 

Presently there is no cure for AIDS. There is, however, increasing 
evidence that there are nutrients that may slow the process down. 
Research recently presented at the 25th annual international Nutri¬ 
tional Medicine Today conference held in Canada featured a presen¬ 
tation by French physician and researcher, Dominique Rueff, M.D. 
Dr. Rueff presented his clinical findings regarding the successful 
treatment of 20 patients with AIDS at his medical practice in Can¬ 
nes, France. 

Of the 20 patients treated with Dr. Rueffs program, all experienced 
clinical improvement. Dr. Rueffs treatment protocol includes: 1.) 
Dietary considerations 2.) nutritional supplements 3.) treatment of 
intestinal flora (bacteria, yeast, parasites.) 

Dr. Rueff explained to the audience, which represented healthcare 
professionals from 17 different countries, that antioxidant nutrients 
such as betacarotene and vitamin C, are significantly important to 
the AIDS patient and people with HIV. His recommended dosage of 
betacarotene is 30,000 to 90,000 lU daily. Vitamin C should be 
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taken until bowel tolerance. 

Dr. Rueff and his colleagues discovered that there are high levels 
of free radicals in people with HIV and that's why the antioxidant nu¬ 
trients are so important. In addition, it has been shown that vitamin 
C actually suppresses the replication of infected T lymphocytes, 
possibly reducing the chance of disease progression. 

In addition, several nutritional deficiencies are presented in indi¬ 
viduals with HIV, however. Dr. Rueff warned physicians that these 
nutritional deficiencies exist without any evidence of deficiency symp¬ 
toms. Deficiencies in vitamins B6, B12 and zinc were noted. It was 
also revealed that vitamin B12 can actually diminish toxicity of AZT, 
which is a common drug used in the treatment of AIDS. 

A study featured in the Journal of Women's Health of nutrient defi¬ 
ciencies and HIV-infected women also indicated there are de¬ 
creased nutrient concentrations of antioxidants such as vitamins C 
and E, selenium, beta carotene and other carotenoids (lycopene, 
lutein, etc.). The researchers, who evaluated 42 women, found that 
the deficiencies were more frequent in patients with a decreased 
CD4 count. 

In a study featured in the American Journal of Public Health re¬ 
cently, children born to HIV-infected women were given vitamin sup¬ 
plements to increase their chance of survival. This was a random¬ 
ized, placebo controlled clinical trial featuring 118 children in Durban, 
South Africa. Some of the children received 50,000 lU of vitamin A 
at one and three months, 100,000 lU at six and nine months, and 
200,000 lU at 12 and 15 months. Some of the children received a 
placebo (or fake pill). The children who took the vitamin A supple¬ 
ments lived significantly longer than those who did not get the sup¬ 
plemental vitamin A. The researchers concluded, "In a population 
not generally vitamin A deficient, the vitamin A supplementation for 
children of HIV-infected women appeared to be beneficial, reducing 
morbidity." the vitamin A supplementation especially helped the diar¬ 
rhea among the HIV infected children. 

Essential fatty acids have also been proven to be extremely impor¬ 
tant in the treatment of AIDS. After 12 weeks of treatment with a 
combination of omega 3 and omega 6 fatty acids. Dr, Rueff noticed 
the following: 1.) A gain in weight 2.) A reduction in diarrhea and 
muscle weakness 3.) A diminishment of skin eruptions 4.) An in¬ 
crease in T4 lymphocytes. 

Dr. Rueff emphasized to his audience of physicians that nutritional 
supplementation should be begin as soon as possible, as with many 
serious illnesses, early intervention with natural medicine provides 
the most benefit. 

As a chiropractor I would add that in my practice I have seen that 
a properly functioning nervous system will allow dietary considera¬ 
tions and nutritional supplements to be processed more efficiently. 
The body can not benefit from something it can not absorb. Without 
a good nerve supply, absorption rate is lower, conversion of nutrients 
is lower, and the already compromised immune system can not re¬ 
spond well to any form of treatment.

They put themselves there probably without 
realizing it. Everyone has a prison. It is built through our experi¬ 
ences.

There's something fascinating about identical twins. Any identical 
twins. But one particular pair has been the focus of attention by psy¬ 
chologists and scientists almost since the time they were born. 
Why? Because of a tragic accident that befell one of them while he 
was being circumcised, an accident that - you guessed it - destroyed 
his penis. The electrocautery knife was set with too high a current, 
and the entire penis became necrotic and sloughed off. 

This was in 1965 or thereabouts. The parents were extremely 
upset, of course. They agonized over what to do. Eventually they 
were persuaded to have the child surgically reassigned as a giii. 
And so, when the child was about one year old, its testicles were 
removed. This was intended to be the first stage of sex reassign¬ 
ment; the second stage, construction of a vagina, was to be carried 
out around puberty. 

In taking this course of action, the parents were strongly supported 
by John Money, a sexologist at Johns Hopkins Medical School. Influ¬ 
enced by the "standard social sciences model" that dominated de¬ 
velopmental psychology in the 1960s, Money had promoted the no¬ 
tion that gender identity is learned during childhood. Therefore, he 
reasoned, this child could learn to be a girl, if the parents treated it 


as such. So he urged them to do so, and he told them that the child 
would develop into a heterosexual woman with a female gender iden¬ 
tity. The parents did as he suggested, dressing the "girl" in frilly 
blouses, letting her hair grow long, and encouraging her to help with 
the housework. 

For a long time, it seemed like Money's prophesy would be ful¬ 
filled. Every year, the parents came back with glowing reports about 
their son's masculinity and their daughter's femininity. "She likes for 
me to wipe her face," said her mother. "She doesn't like to be dirty, 
and yet my son is quite different. I can't wash his face for anything." 
And at Christmas time the son asked for a toy garage, but the 
daughter asked for a doll's house. They were rehearsing, as Money 
believed, their respective adult roles as breadwinner and nurturer. 
Still, the daughter wasn't always the demure little girl. Once, when 
the twins were five years old, they were taking a bath together, and 
the boy started bragging about his penis. "He managed to get a hard 
on," his mother said, "and he was standing there and saying, look 
what I got, look what I got. proud as a peacock, and she got so mad 
she slapped him - she didn't like it - right on his little penis." 

Money wrote about these twins on several occasions, and they 
came to be seen as the strongest possible support for his theory of 
gender. They even made their way into college textbooks as proof of 
the "overriding role of life experiences in molding human sexuality." 

But when the children came to puberty, a funny thing happened. 
Money stopped writing about them. Just when everyone wanted to 
hear about how the boy grew up into a studly young man, and the 
girl into a charming young lady, there was silence. 

It took some detective work by Micky Goldberg, a sexologist at the 
University of Hawaii, to find out what had come of the twins. The boy 
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grew up into a man as expected. The giii, when she was twelve, 
was given estrogens to induce puberty (since she had no ovaries 
to produce her own estrogens). So she grew breasts, but she 
hated them. She began dressing and living as a male, using the 
name "John." At fourteen, she demanded and received a bilateral 
mastectomy. In the following two years she asked for and under¬ 
went operations to reconstruct a scrotum and a penis, thus 
changing sex for a second time. John was sexually attracted to 
girls, never to boys. From the age of eighteen he had sex with 
girls, with the aid of a prosthesis. He now lives with a woman and 
the couple have adopted children. 

It's amazing to me how many psychologists still cling to the no¬ 
tion that a person's sense of whether they are a man or a woman 
is learned - a consequence of role modeling, rewards and punish¬ 
ments, and the like. These twins tell a very different story. 

They're telling us that gender is something you're born with - 
something robust enough to show itself, no matter what life 
throws in your way.
